On August 18, 1951, HARL CLIFTONAKENO, Marlow, New Hampshire, 
was interviewed by SA FREDERIC B. GRIFFITH, JR. At that time 
RENO stetead that HERMAN GINSBURG, brother of LOUIS and SIDNEY 
GINSBURG, had at one time been married to LILLIAN BENJAMIN, 
supra. ZNO stated that HERMAN GINSBURG was Treasurer of the 
Crown Cork and Seal Company in Baltimore, Maryland, and was 
later made a Vice-President of that company. RENO stated that 
HERMAN GINSBURG made contributions of what he understood to

On February 11, 1955, EARL CLIFTON FENO was contacted by 

SA PHILIP ¥F. MC CARTHY. On this occasion, KENO was shown a 
photograph provided by T-l on January 25, 1955, which T-1 
described as a photograph taken in 1945 and which included 
‘HERMAN R. GINSBURG, President of Crown Cork International 
Corporation. Unon examination of the photograph, RENO pointed 
‘out the figure of HERMAN Rk. GINSEURG as identical with the brother 
of LOUIS end SIDNEY GINSBURG, about whom he had furnished infor- 
mation on August 18, 195). RENO stated that he actually saw 
HERMAN GINSBURG on about three or four occasions, and that 

his contributions to the CP were arranged by LOUIS GINSBURG, 

whe was then known to RENO as JIMMY BERNE. 


RENO added that HERMAN GINSBURG, to his knowledge, never attended 
any OP meetings nor did he ever carry a CP card. He stated it

It was 
decided that $1,000 would be needed for this renovation, and 
LOUIS CINSBURG Suggested that RENO go to a regular contributor 
to the CP in Baltimore, and obtain %500. LOUIS GINSBERG stated 
that he could get the other $500 from nis brother, HERMAN 
GINSBURG. RENO stated that the $1,000 was netece in the manner » 
described. 


Thereafter, RENO steted the name of HERMAN GINSBURG as a con- 
“tributor to the CP in Baltimore came up from time to time eas a 
matter of conversation between RENO and LOUIS GINSBURG. On four 
or five occasions RENO specifically recalled LOUIS GINSBURG 
having made mention that HERMAN GINSBURG had mede a contribution 
to the Party. RENO was unable to recall any specific dates but 
stated that these contributions were made from the latter port 
of 1935 to approximately Sentember or October, 1936. He stated 
that the emounts of these contributions were considered sub- 
stantial at that time, He wes unable to recall specific amounts 
otner than the %500 mentioned above but edvised that his con- 
tributions averaged between $300 and $500. KENO stxted he was 
never present with LOUIS GINSBURG when his brother, HERMAN 
GINSBURG, made these contributions and his knowlecge of the 
contributions were based on his conversations with LOUIS GINSBURG. 


RENO stated thet HEKMAN GINSRURG was regarded by the CP officials 
as © Party"angel" during the period, 1935 snd 1936. 


RENO stated that he saw HERMAN GINSBURG on about four occasions 
between 1935 and 1936, specific dates not recelled. He stated 
that on two of the above occasions he talked with EERMA4N GINS- 
BURG on money-raising matters for the CP in Baltimore. de 
sdvised his first conversation with HiuRMAN was at the apartment 
of LOUIS GINSBURG, located somewhere in the St. Paul Street area 
in Beltimore. On the other occasion, HENO stated to the best 
se fa eer ae he had a conversation With HERMAN GINSBURG 
tterts residence located in Baltimore, aact location 
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unrecalled. In eech of the above instances, LOUIS GINSBURG was 
also present. , 


RENO was unsble to elaborate any further as to what was dis- 
cussed other than the fact that tne conversations had to do with 
raising money for the CP. 


RENO stated that another occasion when he recalled having seen 
“ERRAN GINSBURG was et a banouet which GINSBURG attended which 
was. held et Lehmann'ts Hall in Baltimore. RENO stated that the 
banquet was held for the purpose of raising funds for the CP. 


The 1937 Baltimore City Directory, reviewed 
at the Enoch Pratt Free Library on Maren 22, 
1955, showed Lehmann Hall at @h&-58 North 
Howard Street. 


RENO recalled thet in 1936 during the national election campeign 
in September or Gctober, EARL BROWDER came to Baltimore on a 
campaign tour. During BROWDER's visit to Beltimore, KENO 

stated BROWDER arranged a meeting with LOUIS GINSBURG and 
RORMAN GINSBURG and made arrangements with HERMAN to make fund 
contributions directly to the National Office of the CP in 

New York City. 


rENO stated he was not present at this meeting but thet BROWDER 
told him on the followings day of the arrangement. KENO stated 
thet BROWDER told him that EERMAN GINSSURG was going to con- 
tribute 3,000 annually in the manner described above and 

thet he was not to make any further contributions te RENO,
